Andreas Lelz, of 
the GDR,' was third with 280 kg.

Readiness was expressed on 
the Soviet side to seek mutual- 
ly acceptable and realistic ways 
to heal the relations belween 
the .Soviet Union and the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China and note 
was taken of Ihe positive signi- 
ficance of the constantly ex- 
panding ties and contacts be- 
tween Ihe two countries. 


Peace women meet in Budapest 


Budapest. The unshakable 
resolve of the women of the 
planet not to permit a nuclear 
disaster to occur was voiced with 
renewed vigour by the delega- 
tes attending s session of the 
Women's International Demo- 
cratic Federation who met In 
the Hungarian town of Balatona- 
llga. The session took place dur- 
ing extremely strained Interna- 
tional relation i, a TASS corres- 
pondent was told by Valentina 
Tereshkova, President of the So- 
viet Women's Committee who 


lad the Soviet delegation. The 
delegates paid special attention 
to the need -for further mobiliza- 
tion of women In the fight 
against the deployment of new 
American weapons In Western 
Europe, a move which poses a 
threat to peace In Europe and 
throughout the world. This threat 
figured prominently in the 
reports given by women from 
European countries, Asia, Afri- 
ca, Latin America, Australia. 
Canada and the United Stales. 


PREPARING FOR DISARMAMENT FORUM 


Helsinki. The preparatory meet- 
ing continues its work here on 
the first stags of the Conference 
on Confidence-Building Measures 
on Security and Disarmament In 
Europe which is to 1 m held next 
January In Stockholm. 

The delegates are stressing 
the Importance of the meeting 
■which is designed to ensure the 
success of the forum |n the 
Swedish capital In its aim to 
develop the multilateral pro- 
cess which was launched by the 
Conference on Security end Co- 


operation In Burope In Helsinki 
in 1975. In a TASS interview, 
the leader of the Czechoslovak 
delegation, Oldfich Pavlovsky, 
said that at the preparatory 
meeting, the delegates must ex- 
amine the organizational mat- 
ters Involved in the holding of 
the conference in Stockholm 
which, In turn, vriU discuss prob- 
lems Immediately linked with 
ensuring security not only in 
Europe but also throughout the 
world.

Planned intervention 


Washington. An Immediate 
planning for attack against Gre- 
nada, says a circulated declara- 
tion of the Western Hemisphere 
Council, started several days 
before the meeting of the lead- 
en of some Caribbean countries 
and US representatives which 
was held In Barbados. The deci- 
sion for the invasion was taken 
by the Reagan administration on 
October 20, Immediately after 
the death of Maurice Bishop, 
Prime Minister of Grenada, 
when the Pentagon declared 
that ships ol the US Navy were 
sent to the area from the Nor- 
folk base In Virginia. 

The plan of invasion was pre- 
parol on the basts of the Au- 
gust 1981 war games, Ocean 
Venlure-Bl, In which 250 war- 
ships, over 1,000 planes and 120 
thousand US armed forces per- 
sonnel took pari. One element 
of the provocative games was 
landing US Marines and the 
75th battalion of the special 
task force on the Vieques Island 
near Puerto Rico whose terrain 


closely resembles the southern 
tip of Grenada where the US 
landing was made. At the time 
of the games the Government of 
Grenada voiced its resolute pro- 
test against thla armed provoca- 
tion. It drew attention to the 
fact that the following tasks 
were set In the course of the 
Vieques island landing: de- 

posing the "unfriendly govern- 
ment", remaining on the Island 
until "elections" are held and 
forming a government which 
would be to the liking of Wash- 
ington. 

These same goals were firmly 
In mind before the - US troops 
Invaded the sovereign Caribbe- 
an state of Grenada. 

The Invasion of Grenada, 
points out the Western Hemi- 
sphere Council, also strongly 
resembles the US intervention 
In the Dominican Republic In 
1965 In which elements and 
units of the 82nd airborne divi- 
sion took part. These same units 
are now playing a role la Gre- 
nada. 


Moubarak’s message to Reagan 


Cairo. The Egyptian Presi- 
dent, Hosnt Moubarak, has re- 
ceived the American Ambassa- 
dor In Cairo and given him a 
message for the American Presi- 
dent, Ronald Reagan. According 
to the chief of the State Infor- 
mation Service of Egypt, It 
concerns, among other things, a 
withdrawal by Israel and other 
foreign troops from Lebanon.

Hard times
